President of .Maintenance of Way 


Union Says Indications' Are 


Strike Will Be Called 


OTHERS 
MAY FOLLOW SUIT 


Shop Crafts Union Which Walked 


Out Saturday Lost All Stand 


With U. S. Labor Board

Chicago, 111., July 3.-—Eight hun- 


dred thousand men may be added to 
the ranks of the striking railroad 
employes by action of union leaders 


•• today. 


Maintenance of way leaders met 


in Detroit to canvass the strike vote 
recently taken by that organization. 


President Edward P. Grable, 'an- 


nounced before leaving Chicago for 
the meeting Ibat indications w~ere he 
would "be forced" to call a strike. 


It was learned on good authority 


that a strike call issued by the main- 
tenance brotherhood would result in 
like action by the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Steamship Clerks, Sta~ 
tiouary Firemen and Engineei'S and 
Signal Men.. Slightly 
more than 


250,000 men would lie effected by a 
maintenance strike call, 400,000 by 
a walk out of clerks and the re- 
mainder in flic two smaller organiza- 
tions. This would bring the total on 
strike to nearly 1,200,000. 


The railroad, shop .crafts union 


which called a strike Saturday, lost 
all standing before the United States 
railroad labor board today. 


The -board declared ihe strikers 


organization would be no longer rec- 
ognized and urged that men who re- 
jnained in the employment of the rail- 
roadsrtogelher with newly employed 
toen, form an organization to 
take 


the place of the shop crafts union. 


The board declared that the shop 


craft workers were no longer em- 
ployes of (he railroads , and there- 
fore not governed by the telephone 
act. • The ruling will be applied to 
all union organizations ordering their 
men to strike. 
. 


The board reiterated the state- 


ment that every resource at the gov- 
ernment's command' would be called 
Tipon to protect the men in the em- 
ployment of the railroads.

Three railroads in .Rnshi'ille

o'clock, when the two local men af- 
filiated with the show crafts, walked 
out, leaving the positions vacant in

The\ '..'/ W. railroad has had a 


ear repairer here, for years,-and this 
iob has been filled by Will Burgess, 
who walked out when ten o'clock ar- 
rived Saturday morning. 
The Big 


four and Lake Erie railroads have a 
ioint inspector and repairman, Mar- 
ry Borden, and who also has walked 
out with his union companions. 


• The Pennsylvania railroad does 


not have inspectors at the interme- 
diate points, but have men stationed 
at the terminals, and regular trips 
are made on this division where the 
'ars are taken care of at intervals. 


Unless the strike spreads to the 


maintenance of way employes, the 
result will.hardly be noticed locally, 
t is stated. The greatest effect the 
walkout of the two workers here will 
lave, it is stated, will be to delay 
freight shipments. The car repair- 
ers take care of nil hot boxes and 
;here is hardly a day but that one 
and two cars of frieght are, not set 
off for repairs'along this line. Whe/i 
:hese cars are set off now they will 
lave to remain on a siding because 
:here is no one to make the neces- 
sary repairs. This may result in de- 
ay in shipments. 
Under the union 


rules 'ho other employe can fix the 
ars, this being the exclusive job of 
the car repairer.

They were 
not dismayed, that a speedy agree- 
ment had not been reached. \ But
